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- J\ Hymatry, for fo with the light 
change of one Letter it i# more 
truly named than Chymiſtry, is a 
very Anticnt Art, and came, as 
other Learning, trom the Ealt by Egypt to 
Greece, and (o to the Roman Empire, and f(a- 
lJutin  Africh, as Philoſophy and Phylick al- 
{0 Aid, it found kind Entertuinment, and 
ſornc Improvement | in thoſe Countrics, _ 
ſpccially in the times of ſome morc Gene- 
rous Princes 3 Of which Progreſs in thoſe 
parts the Arabick Articles prehxed to ſeveral 
Gr«k Terms of this Art, as Alambick, Al- 
chymy, are a ſufhcient Teſtimony. Andit at 
all times, and in all places friendly ſerved, 

and no-where oppoſed the received Princi- 
ples of Phyſick and Philoſophy. For nei- 
ther indeed belongs it any more to the Of- 
tice of a Chymilt, than of an Apothecary, to 
diſpute or take cognizance of thoſe to them 
ſuperiour, and more comprehenſive Facul- 
tics. But the Study of it hath been much 
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more cultivated in later times, by reaſon of | 
' the oppoſition that Paracelſus, and ſome of 
his followcrs of like Fanatick tirain, made 
unto the eſtabliſh*'d Practice of Phylick, by 
colour of his pretended Chymical Principles, 
' Followers, I {ay, ot a Fanatick firain 3 torin 
their Conteſt againſt their Adverſaries, they 
were not aſhamed to practiſe their Maſter's 
Maxim, $7 Dei deficit auxilinm, Diaboli ſucce- 
dat : And ſought to build themſelves a name 
by raifting a Babcl of confuſed words, in- 
itead of a reformed Art of Phytlick, on the 
Tuines of all true Chrittian Divinity, as well 
as Phyfick and Philoſophy. Indignation as 
it ſhould ſecm againtt this Innovator, who 
partly conccaled his Tencts in the Smoak, 
as I may ſay, and partly cndeavourcd to 1l- 
kuſtrate them by the Fire of this noble Art, 
provoked many to follow him through both, 
and to attack him there whence his chictelt 
Strength and Contidence ſcemed to ariſe. So 
It came to paſs, that whereas formerly the 
Gencrality of Phyticians hardly knew what 
a Retort or Alambick did mean, There arc 
few at this day who are altogcther {irangers 
unto the more uſctu] Operations of this Art, 
And our Ave ſ{cemed prone to receive witty 
Icfs oppoſition his Maxim, who was fo bold 
as long fince to ſay, Medicum non poſſe eſſe 
maznum, cu Chymia non fit magna, And not 
bs only 


or, the Kings Sudorifick. 3 
only in Germany, where this Contelt hrft be- 
gan, but with us Chymiatry hath of late got 
{ome Reputation, notwithtianding the herce 
oppolitions of its obſtinate Enemies, and is 
in far greater Eſteem, and flouriſhes more 
than formerly, fo that now its Contemners 
are forced, by reaſon of its tame, to pretend 
to know and underſtand ſomething ot- it 3 
and very many of its common Inventions, 
and Preparations heretofore accounted dan- 
gerous,and cried down tor Poylons, are now 
every-where frequent in the Shops of Apo- 
thecaries, as well as Cloſets of Phyſicians. 
That excellent Purging Extract which is in 
truth the Catholicon Pargans Paracelſi, now 
univerſally uſed and commended, durtt not 
appear in Jtaly under its Author's name, 
and keeps ftill the diſguiſed Title of Ex- 
trafium Redii, trom the ftirlt Publiſher of it 
in thoſe parts. What more ſuſpected than 
Antimony, what more frequently uſed at 
this day ? It Vomiting, Purging, and Sweat- 
ing could cure all Diſcaſcs of more trequent 
incurſion, it would Eid as fair as any yet 
promuices, to merit the name ot an Univer- 
al Medicine, For Purging, perhaps not 
many, beſides that already named, excel the 
Pulvis Comitis,wherein it isa principal Ingre- 
dient : And there is extant a Preparation 
of it, that purges in an almoſt unpercepti- 
B 2 ble 
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4 Sudorificum Regale 
ble doſe, ſweetly and very eftectually. Crocus \ 
Metaliorum may perhaps vye with all other 
commonly known Vomits for uſe and efhca- 
cy yet are not our Chymical Cloſets with- 
out more (ate, gentle and eftcEtual. There 
is another Vomit known unto us no lefs 
powcrtul and effcEtual, thongh not yet in 
common ule , which being more fate and 
familiar, may be adminitired both to Chi 
dren and Ancicnt People, without'danger 
or forcible ſtraining. The Diaphoretick, of 
Antimony needs not my Commendations, 
having commended it {elf to all men. Phy- 
ſick hath advanced very little or nothing till 
its worthy Profcſſors were cither awakened 
or aſſitted by this Art; and conſidering, the 
great change it hath made in Medicine fince 
Paracelſuss time, we can hardly hope it will 
make any further or more conſiderable pro- 
grcls in our days, or attain its perfection to 
'the cure of thoſe formerly held incurable 
- Diſeaſes, Gout, Stone.&*c. at any time, with- 
out the aſſiſtance of ſome choice Chymical- 
Preparations, It the Works of Paracelſis 
and his Followcrs {all of which may perhaps 
not unjulily deſerve the name of Vexations, 
which he gave toone of his Treatiſes) have, 
according, to the true Proverb, Vexatio dat 
intelieGum, wade ſo great Innovations in the 
-Art and Practice of Phylick it (cl, as well as 
in 
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in the Materiz Medica, and produccd forne 
flaſhes of Light, like choſe that reſult trom 


the Colliton of Flint and Stcel, in the Con- 


telt betwixt Galeniſts and Paracelfians ( as 
they lov'd to miſ-call them, I wean our Chy- 
miſts ) what might not be hoped from a 
truc Chymiatry, a triendly Aﬀociation of Chy- 
miſts in their truc ſubſcrviency to Phylicians, 

This Book, though it brings news of a 
very great Increment tothe Chymical Diſpen- 
ſatory, and hopes to furnith the Chymiater 
with another Pillar of his Practice, nothing 
interior to Antimony it ſelf, is contented tor 
the preſent only briefly to declare the occa- 
ſion, and encouragements that have been 
given to its publication at this time, and to 
point at its force and uſe, reſerving the fur- 
ther diſcovery of its Nature, till publick Te- 
ſtimony of its worth may cmbolden it to 
put off its diſguiſe, and like that excellent 
Purgative Extract torementioned, own its 
true Name and Author. In the interim it is 
hoped, that the Ingenuous and Candid will 
' neither imputeit to Infolence nor Prefſump- 
tion in the Publiſhers, that they have appea- 
; Ted to his Majelties Candor and Experience, 


and ſought Protcction againſt the Obloquy .

and Trouble, but which is worlſc, the Care 
and Truft, wholly upon thcir Servants, or 
Apothccarics, as a Work below and unbe- 
coming, their Protcffion : Kings and Princes 
have not been aſhamed to inſpe&, but have 
alſo ſumetimcs for their recreation put their 
hands to the Preparation of the more neat, 
noble, and precious Chymical Medicines, 
and not diſdaincd to give them their names; 
and have thereby for the Honours done this 
Art in their own Times, and Dominions, 
propagatcd and perpetuated their Renown 
throughout the whole World, end to all 
ſucceeding Ages, Hermes,ſuppoſed the firſt 
Author ot this Art, whence it hath been 
ſled the Hermetick, was not only a King, 
but, by conſent of all Agcs, hath been ac- 
knowl dgecd for, and advanced to the Title 
of 7riſmegiſtus : whichnccds the tavour of a 
candid interpretation to keep its ſignihica- 
tion bclow the pride of Blaſphcmy,ard hath 
icft no higher tor the peculiar ſtile of God, 
thn Optimus Maximus. And now I have 
In» 
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inſtanced in him, I will not deſcend to any 
inferiour Namcs, having more than ſufhct- 
ent cauſe to glory, and congratulate with 
this ancient, noble, and cxccllent Art, and 
its Favourers and worthy Protecflors, that his 
Majeſty hath fo tar owned them and its 
who, as he hath becn very bountitul to all 
Ingenious Artitis, hath no-wherc appeared 
more muniticent, than in the reward he hath, 
given to thoſe who have preſented him with 
any worthy Chymiatrical Preparations3 and 
in the ſplendid Proviſion he hath made tor 
the Entertainment of worthy Operators in 
this Art.

this our Practice, And it it would not ſcem * 


a dcrogation from His, to ſeek Ornament 
or Protection from other names, We might 
alleadge the Care of the wiſe Venetzan, not

the true Preparation of ſome Chymiatrical- 
Medicines, and that dangerous one in parti- 
cular of Mercury ſublimate, as well as that 
excellent Antidote we call the Venice Treacle : 
By which they provide Wealth to theni- 
ſelves, with Health to their Subjects. Nor 
doth the Grand Seignior think it below his 
care to make Provition of the Natural Bal- 
ſam, nor of his Government, to prevent de- 
ceit in thoſe that gather the Medicinal Earths 
in his Dominions,to appropriate a ſtamp un- 
to them, which have thence the names of 
Terre Sigillate, And it were to be wiſhed, 
that for the better obviating the frequent 
Miſchiefs that ariſe from the uſe of perni+ 
cieus, dangerous, or at belt dubious Medi- 
cines, daily publiſhed without Licence, Di- 
rection, or Approbation of the Learncd, by 
Ignorant and obſcure perſons, that there 
were {ome Publick Tett, whereby the true 
Arcana of the Sons of Art might be trycd, 
and upon proof of their worth, might rc- 


ccliye juſt Teſtimony and Encouragement | 


and the Spurious Preparations and Sophi- 
{tications of Impoltors be decrycd and dam» 
Norare we without 
Prefidents of this Care in the mott Illuftrious 


Nook, CG z/en was appointed to prepare 
LEectc, ay kc had been inficucted by Deme- 
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trius the Phyſician, by the Emperour Antoni- 
nw. And to Tiberius Ceſar atter-ages were 


obliged for that excellent Compoſition cal- ' 


led Hiera Pacchii, which the Author com 
{cd with his own hands, and kept ſecret all 
his life, and bequeathed , with a Book of 
Dire&ions for its uſe, by his laſt Will and 
Teltamcnt, as a moſt precious Legacy to 
that mighty Emperour 3 Propter crebros fuc- 
ceſſis in vitiis difficillimis, as I find it com- 
mended in the words of Scrib. Largus. 
Theſe Examples being above all Excep- 
tion, inay help in ſome part, as I hope, to 
juſtify our Chymiater againſt that too well 
received Maxinic, Medict eſt preſcribere, 'non 
operari, And it my Authority be not ſuff- 
cient to bring this Axiom into Reputation, 
That they who will not work in Phyſick,, ought 
not toliveby it > I will appeal to the uncon- 
teltable Reaſon and Authority of that 
Princcly and Heroick Phyſician and Philo 
{opher, thus expreſled by him 3 Rerum ipſa- 
rum copnitio vera & rebas ifpſts eſt : ex Libris 
C ſolis diſcere) periculoſiſimum : And it I may 
have leave to interpole my Judgment in a 
thing whercin the Health and Lives of Men 
are {© highly concerned, as well as Credit of 
Phyſick, nothing ſcems more neceflary and 
conducible thereunto, than tor the Colledg 
of Phyſicians to imitate that practice, on far 
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10 ACudorificum Regale; 
[cls weighty grounds introduced into other 
Corporations, to make none free of their 
Body, but who have ſerved (even years Ap- 
prentiſhip to ſome learned Phyſician, and 
who have bcen well vers'd in Botanicks, 
Drugs, and all Medicinal Materials, and ' 
Chirurgical and Chymical Operations. Mc- 
thinks it ſhould not be remembred without 
bluſhing by ſome, with what Contidence the 
young Druggilt, arm'd and provided with 
no othcr Ammunition than of the molt com- 
mon, frequently uſed and preſcribed Drugs, 
which he drew out of his Hawking-Bag, 
encountred them in the face of a Parliament, 
preſuming more on their Ignorance than his 
own, Skill : Nocumenta Documenta, Surc I 
am the operating Chymiater hath much more 
advantage by his commendable Indulry 0- 
ver the unpractiſed Preſcriber, by the know- 
ledge he thereby nccelarily acquircs of the 
natures of Herbs, Drugs,&c. anatomized by 
the Fire, and of his Medicines extracted 
out of them, or compounded of them, and 
thence of Diſcafes, and their Cures, The 
Inſtance lately given by Tachenivs of common 
Water, commended by a great Phyſician for 
a Cordial, will for ever filence what can be 
pretended to the contrary. For want of this 
Skill it was that the excellent Hexrnius durlt 
not uſe Oyl of Aniſccd in the Colick, which 
he 
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he cured with its DecoQtion.' He that will 
take the pains to read Tachenius his Hippo= 
crates Chymicus, {hall thence learn the reaſon, 
with many other forcible Arguments, pro- 
ving the neceflity of Practick Chymiatry, I 


| am perſwaded that at this day after ſolong 


Practice and Experience, I ſhall not need to 
make any long defence of our Chymical Mc- 
dicines againſt thoſe obſolete and antiquated: 
objections, or ſcandals rather, with which 
the ignorant Vulgar are deterred from their 
uſe, to the great damage of their own health, 


| and of Phyſlick it felt, as well as the Expe- 


rienced Phyſician. The Ingenious and 


; Learned, who are well vers'd in both Pra- 
; Etices, will, I afn confident, not only allow 


willingly that ſome Ornament and Afſift- 
ance may accrew unto the noble Protefſion 
of Phyſick by the Chymitt, but readily ſub- 
{cribe to his Impartial Judgment, who ha- 
ving faithfully examined, and judiciouſly 
weighed what could be ſaid on both fides, 
concluded that«the right Practice of Chy- 
miatry was the highett Perfection of Phy- 
fick, and the nobleit way of practiting Phy- 
ſick was by Chymical Medicines. 

And whercas the vertues of many Sim» 
ple Medicines lie not in their whole forms, 
or ſubſtanccs, but in many are divers In di- 
vers parts, and thoſe not {epazable by _ 
rnan 
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12 Oudorificum Regpale, 
than Chymical Inſtruments and Operations, 


as their Spagyrick Anatomy doth manifeſt : | 


The care of the skiltul Chymiſt is to ſepa- 
rate what is contrary, and retain only what 
is proper to effect his curative intentions - 
without danger, and with the leaſt offence 
to his Patients. And to make uſe of the 
Words, and therein of the Teſtimony of an 
Impartial Authorz He ſeparates the unpro- 
fitable, improper, groſs, and terreltrial,- that 
he may make his Medicines efficacious, ac- 
ceptable, and durable. It is meer Igno- 
rance, or Malice, which is worſe, and both 
wilfully affected, it any at this day, pretend 
that Chymical Medicines are violent or 
dangerous, For firſt, as to the intent of the 
Chymik;, it is plain, his purpoſe, endeavour, 
and labour is not to prepare violent and 
dangerous Mcdicines, but to render thoſe 
crude and violent ones, which are admini- 
fred by others, leſs hurttul, dangerous,vio- 
lent, and offenſive. And thereis no rcaſon 
to imagine that he who ſtudies and attains 
to make the malignant, hurtful, dangerous, 
violent Medicines, uſcd by others, benign, 
prohitable, ſafe, acceptable, and prides him- 
{elf ſo much therein, ſhould adminiſter them 
of contrary qualitics, Neither in thoſe ca- 
ſes, wherein the urgency or obſtinacy of the 
Diſeaſe requires itrong Medicines , oy the 

y- 
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Chymical prepared, more dangerous than 


, | crude and unprepared, which are preſcribed 


by others of necctſity, who have no better, 
unleſs borrowed from the Chymilſts, 

In the next place,” As there's no ground 
cither from the intention or operation of the 
Chymikt, to aſperſe his Medicines with the 
odious Epithete of dangerous or violent, but 
thence'it-is manitelt that they deſerve ra- 
ther the quite contrary commendations : ſo 
neither can this be attributed to them from 
the conſideration of the matterot their Me- 
dicines: for crude” Hellibore, Colloquintida, 
Scamony, Emphorbium;&c. uſed by the An- 
cients, were rather more dangerous and vio 
lent, and not more cffectual than their Ex- 
tracts and other Preparations now in uſe 
with our Chymiatcrs,” Witneſs the Purga- 
tives above commended, ' wherein the moſt 
_ forcible Medicines are daily uſed, without 
any bad accidents, but what may more juſt- 
ly be imputed to the Phyſician, or Phyſick 
it ſelf, than to the Chymical Preparation, 
Medicine, or Operator. 

It we proceed further, and examine the 
Principles according to which the Chymia- 
ters compoſe and diſpenſe their Medicines, 
we may appeal to that deciſive Judgment, 
long fince made by one, who. was through- 
' ly experienced in both ways, and whocan- 
not 
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not be juſtly excepted againſt by either, in 


theſe words3 Principia Chymica Galenicis, qui

Hither I might tranſcribe many things to 
this purpoſe, diſcuſſed by that Renowned 
Chymiater Otto Tachenius in his late Con- 
teſts with Zwelfer and others, Correctors of 
the Auguſtan Diſpenſatory, wherein it doth 
manitelily appear, how neceſſary the right 
knowledg of thoſe two Chymical Principles

cannot be attained. without Chymical Ex- | 


periments and Operations, For want of 


which Skill, Learned Men, not altogether | 


ignorant neither of Chymittry, may run in- 
to very great miliakes. But I refer my felt 


in this particular to that worthily above- | 


commended Chymiater, whoſe Works now | 


(the Jewels of private Cabinets) will I hope 
ſhortly be as common and familiar in the 
Learned Chymiatrick World, and as uſctul 
to the cure of ſome yet formidable Diſcalcs, 
by the skiltul application of thoſe Principles 
to thcir Remedies, as the Firc and Water, 
whereunto he well reſembles them. But I 


cannot diſmiſs this Learned Witnel(s of the | 


uſefulneſs of Chymical Principles and Lear- 


ning, without producing his Teſtimony gi- | 
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ven to the Antiquity of them, which he aſ- 
ſerts to have been the ſame with the Fami- 
ly of #ſculapius, tor his skill in Phylick ac- 
countcda God amonglt the Greeks, derived 
into publick notice by the Works of Hippo- 
crates, who for his protound Learning hath 
obtained the Title of the Divine, And to 
the Apoltacy made by the Galeniſts trom his 
Frinciples, to the more narrow and groſs 
of the Elements, we may ultly aſcribe the 
non-proticiency of Phylick and Philoſophy 


' it felt from thoſe times until ours, where- 
| in ſomeLearned Men as 1t were againſt the 


preſcription of the Galeniſts, have again en- 


; deavoured to introduce his Acid, Alchaly, 


bitter, ſowre,,9&ov 3 and inlicad of their Fire, 
Air, Water and Earth, Hot, Cold, &c., 
But neither may we allow ignorant or 


| envious perſons to decry ſtrong and vehe- 
\ ment Medicines, or Chymiatry which pro- 


duces, or Chymiaters who apply them in 
fuch caſcs wherein they are neceflary, And 
theGalenifts with one conſent acknowledge 
thoſe of the Shops not to be effectual: for 
as this cannot be denicd, that ſome Chymi- 
cal Medicines or Preparations are the only 
ones, from which it can be hoped that ſome 


' ſtubborn and otherwiſe incurable Diſeaſes 


can bexemoved and ſubdued, being ſuffci- 


| ently teſtified of hundreds of Perſons by 


{uch 
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{uch means relieved, though not always vi- 
olent, who had been given over after Con- 
ſultation 3 So that Axiom of the ancient, 
eloquent and Jearned Celſ#s,mult in all Ages 
ftand and jultihe the Learned Galeniſt or 
Chymiſt in the uſe of violent Remedies in de- 
ſperate caſes 3 Nil refert an ſatis tutum pre- 
fidinm fit, quod unicuam, 

And here giveine leave by the way, can- 
did Reader, to aſſure thee, that not only 
Sir Walter Rawleighs Diaphoretick, of Mercury, 
the Treaſure of ſome private Cloſets, but 
other Preparations of that Metalline Spirit, 
may be made without any addition of Salts 
or other Corrolives (for he 1s bepign, and 
good with the good, as bad with the bad ) 
which will powerfully (weeten the Blood, 
and caſt off the impuritics of the Body by 
Sweat, and other Operations, And of the 
truth of this, it need were, we might pro- 
duce irrctragable Tettimony 3 and leave it 
to thy own judgment to eſtimate what cx- 
cellent Effects may be hoped from fo pow- 
erful a Medicine. I need not tell thee what 
Paracelſus boafted of his Aquila, nor what 
others have ſought and hoped to effect by it, 
in moſt deſperate malignant Diſeaſes. The 
frequent uſe, and too trequent abulcs of the 
known and common Preparations of it, 
ſhew how uſctul and gratetul a Medicine it 

would 
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would be when made truly benign by the 
Preparation of a happy Operator,who knows 
to bind this hithcrto incorrigible and un- 
governable Fugitive to the Laws of true 
Med;cinal Operation, If what we now 
bring thee beaccepted, we will not long de- 
tain thee from a tuller diſcovery of this, and 
ſome other choice Jewels of our Chymiatrical 
Diſpenſatory, which we have long ſought, 
and now hope, it we meet with favourable 
acceptation in theſe our hr{t Fruits, to have 
occaſion and encouragement to make pub- 
lick, for the common good and honour of 
Phyſick and Phyticians, 

But here the candid Reader will be plea- 
{ed to obſerve with me, that Chymiatry hath 
introduced many gentle and familiar Medi- 
cines, by a right uſe whereof, thoſe Di(- 
eaſcs have been and may be cured, which 
have been vainly attempted with the more 
forcible Remedies. 'And it is ignorance of 
the ancient Hippocratick, Phyſick and Chy- 
miatry is the cauſe, that unto this day in 
ſome Diſcaſes, as the Pox,g&c. not only vio- 
lent, but dangerous, yea horrid Remedies, 
are yet in uſe, and poor Patients, have re- 
courſe in Corners unto ſuch Practitioners, 
whoſe Medicines torment them more than 
their Diſeaſes, and yet delude their Expecta- 
tions of perte& Cures with deceittul Pallia- 

C tions, 
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tions. To the Hippocratick, ( and not Ga- 
lenick, Elementary Principles of Hot, Cold, 
Dry, Moiſt, &c.) we are beholden tor the 
Advancements our Age hath made in Cure 
of ſome Diſcaſes, to which the moſt violent 
and deſtructive Remedies have been formcr- 
ly appliedz becauſe how deſperate focver, 
they were then the only known Means ſup- 
poſed to be cftectual, He thar detires an 
Intiarice of this.necds only call to mind what 
Diſeale it was for which crude Mercury hath 
bccn preſcribed to be takci in great quan- 
tity by the Mouth, and compare that deſpe- 
ratc one, and other violent Mcdicines pre- 
{cribed in printed Books in that, and ſuch 
miſerable caſcs, with the late tamiliar, caſy, 
and almoſt contemptible Remedics of our 
ftudious and ingenious Countryman. Tho 
Envy hath dcpriv'd the World of many of 
theſe, and is the cauſe that noble above- 
commended Chymiater hath not yet pub- 
liſhed his Viperine Antidote, appropriated 
by him to the curc of V enerial, and the like 
Dilſcaſes, in the moſt choice and tendcr Bo- 
dies, yet arc thcre Inſtances enough of ſuch 
powerful, and yet benign Remedics, as are 
{uficient Teſtimonies to vindicate Chymia- 
try trom bcing guilty of the uſe of violent 
Remedics to deſpcrate Diſcaſcs, And wc 


hope this Royal Sudorifick we now commend 
unto 
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unto thee, will, when gotten into know- 
ledg and eſteem, tend very much to the Re- 
putation of this Art, quite take away the 
uſe of dangerous Mercurial Preparations, 
and equalize the belt Antimonial, the choice 
Treaſures of ſome Chymiatrical Cloſets tor 
which hope I have, betidcs Experience, good 
Reaſon and Authority ot the moſt Learned 
Chymiaters, 

To theſe deſpcrate Remedies in many 
caſcs, as of Gravel in the Reins in ancient 
Bodies, &c. the Mincral Waters may be ac- 
counted, but none can with any great cer- 
tainty preſcribe them, who are not able to 
judge of the Diſeaſes and Watcrs appropri- 
atc to them by truc Chymatrical Principles, 
and ſuch know fo well to prepare Mincral 
Waters at home, that they {hall not need to 
£0 fo far, or pay ſodear tor them, who may 
properly expet relict trom them 3 of this 
we have many witneſſes, tor whom we ma- 
ny years fince prepared ſuch as were not 
interiour to the German Spaw. And we 
are aſſured there are amongſt our Worthy 
Chymiaters at Home, who know to prepare 
and accomodate ſuch Remedies to the Age, 
Temperature and Diſtcmpers of their Pa- 
tients, that their Charge, and Travel, and 
other hazards of Life and Health, weak 
and diſcaled Perſons mult needs incur in 
C 2 {uch 
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ſuch L——_— being conſidered, I hope I 
ſhall be excuſed for this reflcEtion upon them 
as dangerous, and in ſome ſenſe deſperate 
Remcdics, to which Patients are oft con- 
demned for want of knowledge in Chymia- 
try. 

I conclude this Diſcourſe with that Paſ- 
ſage which I tind in a Learned and Indiffe- 
rent Phyſitian, treating of the Subject we 

have nowin hand, who caſting the Errours 
( made on both lides) off from the Noble 
and Exccllent Art, on to the bale and ig- 
norant Intruders on both Parties, as he jutt- 
ly adorncth the Icarned PraCtiſcrs with that 
glorious Exlogie,given them by the Ancients 
Ay x£1gts, ſo he excludes not the Chymiſt 
trom the honour of being ſome finger in 
that hand of God, but ingenuouſly acknow- 
ledges, and almoſt unto ſenſe demonſtrates 
the necctTity of Chymical Preparations, ſaying, 
the Chymiſt is that to Phyſick, which the 
Cook 1s to food. Neither would I be un- 
derſtood to refledt on the Learncd Galenift 
or Chymiſt ; but hope it will be no blaſphe- 
.my to ſay of thoſe, who truſt to thoſe Pra- 
Ctiſcrs, ignorant in Chymiatry, they had need 
to take heed that when God ſends them 
Phyfick,the Devil ſend them not an ignorant, 
as well as unlicenſed Phylitian : But for the 
fakcof ſuch to condemn and endeavour to 
exclude 
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exclude the Chymiater, were as abſurd as 
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for the ſlovenlineſs of ſome ignorant Cooks 
to pretend a jcaloutie ot all, and turning 
them out. of the Kitchen, toreduce us to a 
necethity of cating raw Meats like Salvage 


Beaſts, or more Salvage Men. 


Thus far,Conrteows Reader, Thave thought 
ht and neceffary to adviſc thee concerning 
the nature of Chymical Me/:cines in general, 
and to prevent as much as I can, all prejus 
dicate Opinions, that m:zht deter thee 
from the uſe of our Royal Sudorifick, on that 
accomptr.

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Magiſtery of Pearls, which may better ap- 
pear by the Cures that have been done by it 
in the Diſcaſes which require Szdorificks, 
and others which are here ſet down for thy 
Inſiruction, and the manner how in every 
Diſeaſe in particular itis to be uſed and ap- 
lycd.

the difference of well and truly prepared 
Medicines, trom thoſe that arc baſely ſophi- 
fticated, nor the great variety of different 
Humours and Diſtempers requiring very 
different Refſolvers and Corrccters, upon 
whole Operation many times Sweat ſucceeds 
by the power of Nature helped by proper 
digeltives, Correcives or Reſolvents, much 
dittcrent in themnifclves though generally 
known by the names of D:aphoreticks or S#- 
dorificks or Cordials. Witncts that renowned 
modern Chymzater 11 his Hippocr ates Chymicus,

CHOUS and Alcalizate Antimony doth imbibe ; 
Another which Pearls in the Palpitation of the 
Heartz Another that Crabs eyes inWounds and 
Bruiſes 3 Another that Goats blood in Pleuritiesz 
Another that Tron in Obſtructions and Leoof- 
nels 3 Another that the Volatile Alcalies of Ve- 
getables in HeCticks; Another that the Bezoar- 
ſtone in Faintings of rich men , I ſay of rich 
men: for if the proportion of the Stone tothe Acid

other the Ofteocolla in the frafures of the Bones, 
And Iaftly.it is another Acid which Corals with 
their Specifick, Alcali do imbibe in the Gonor- 
rhea, &c. 

A learned Phyſician in his Treatiſe of the 
Gout lately printed,diſcourling of the powers 
ful Opcrations of. a certain Mercwry rightly 
applycd in that Diſcaſe, and particularly of 
the knotted ſort deemed incureable, accor- 
ding to the Verſe of the Poet Ovid, generally 
vouched tothe diſhonour of Phylick, 
 Tollere nodoſam neſcit Medicina Podagram 
Ard inſtancing in a perſon quickly and 
pertectly cured thereby, of a knotted Gout

-nerally this Sudorifick, may be taken in 
Conſerve ot Roſes, or Juice of Liquoris: for 
Stone, French-Pox, and Scurvy, in Juice of Li- 
quoris3 for Rhumatiſm in Marmolet of Quin- 
ces, or Conſerve ot red Roles 3 for the Gout 
in Syrup of Eldcr-Berries, or Dccoction of 
Pelitory of the Wall {weetncd. Common 
Doſe : tor a Child of one year, onc grain;and 
{o encreafing to ſeven tor one of {even years; 
For a Man, 15 grains, in extraordinary caſes, 
riſing to 20, or halt a dram, in the quan- 
tity of a Hazel-Nut of Conlerve, or halt a 
{poontul or more ot Syrup, or like matter. 

For thoſe that are ſubject or inclinable to 
have the Stone or Gravel, let them take this 
Medicine every night, with three or four 
ſpoonfuls of warm white Wine atter it, and 
the next Morning drink, after they have 
made water, a draught of Wine and Water, 
viz, two ſpoontuls of white Wine to four of 
Water, and fo proportionably for a draught, 
{wceten, or otherwile as they like it, and it 
will prevent the gathering and Coagulation 
of theStone. by bringing away theGravel. Now 
for thoſe that have already the Stone, it may 
be taken likewiſe every night with a little 
warm white Wine after it, and the next 
morning, drink a draught of white Wine 
and Ale proportionably.,as aboycſaid, of the 
Wine 
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Wine and Water, whcrein hath been boy}'d 
Parſly and Mercury-roots, of cach + a hand- 
tul, Grumel-ſccds a quartcr of an ounce 3 and 
in cither of theſe Dircdions to KCEP a Mmo- 
derate dyct, both as to tood and drink, rc- 
training any thing of Milk, ſharp, ſour or ſalt 
things; but it extreamly 2Mictcd in this caſe 
let them repair to us, for a tarthcr and more 
particular Order aud Rule.by which, and the 
Bleſing otGod,it Nature be not too tar ſpent, 
and the Parts too deeply ulcerated, they may 
hind certain relict as {cvcral have donc. 

For thoſe that arc troubled with Rhenm- 
tiſms or DefluGions, let them take it a weck 
together, every night and morning, and go 
about thcir occaſions, avoiding ſharp, falt, or 
{our things, as atorcſaid 3 but ſuch as French- 
Wine will agree witty, in this caſe may drink 
ſometimes a glaſs or two, but not to excecd. 

For the French-Pox,thoſe that have newly 
got it, and would again in a little time be 
quit of it : Lct them take a Doſe ot this Mc- 
dicine every Night going to bed, drinking 
only a little Macc-Ale, and be covercd in a 
gentle breathing Sweat for 3 or 4 Hours, 
and the next Morning eat a "Meſs of thin 
Broth or Water grewel without SaJt, keeping 
moderate Dyct and Drinking, and to repair 
Once or twice in a Week to ſomeable Phytlt- 
tian for a gentle and proper Purge in that 
cal? 
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Caſe: But thoſe that are much troubled with 
this Diſtemper, and have bcen already under 
Flux, Salivation. purging with Mercurial Me- 
dicines prepared with Corrofrves, Dyet- 
drinks, &c. the common long and tedious 
ways ot curing, and ſeldom pertectly cured ; 
Such, I ſay, that neither are cured, nor ever 
like to be cured by that way, let them take a 
Doſe of this Medicine every Night going to 
bed, with a little Mace-Ale aftcr it, and keep 
in a gentle Sweat or indifferent warm, and 
the next Morning take another Doſe with a 
Mcſs of thin Broth or Water-grewel atter it, 
walking about your occalions, and obſerving 
the ſame rule and a Moderate dyct as afore- 
faid, for a Month, now and then taking a 
proper and gcntle Purge, and by this order 
you may frce your {elf trom this fad Diſtem- 
pcr and its dangerous Effects : It this Medi- 
cine be laid upon Shanker,Buboes, Puſtules, or 
any Venereal or other Ulcer that 1s not too 
dcep, it clcanſes them trom their Poylon, de- 
tends them trom their Humours coming to 
them, and takes away all putrificd Fleth that 
is in them 3 Wherefore it is deſcrvedly com- 
mended to all Chyrurgeons as one of the moi 
Eftcctual Medicincs to lay a foundation tor 
the cure of the atoreſaid forcs, or any other 
it curable, whoſe Symptoms are various. 
As tor the Scarvy, much treated of in this 
Our 
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our age, and many Medicines preſcribed for 
it, yet too often are other Diſtempers taken 
for it, by reaſon* of the ſimiliarineſs of their 
Symptoms,though the Cauſesare quite con- 
trary, by which both Phyſician and Patient 
are deceived, the one in Judgment, and the 
other tor want of Cure : Now for thoſe that 
have thereal and true Scurvy, this Medicine 
moſt certainly helps, it duely taken every 
Night for a time, with a draught of warm 
drink and an Orange ſqueezed in it, going to 
Bed, and lying in a breathing Swcat tor two 
or three Hours, and for thoſe that tind only 
ſome ſmall Symptoms of this Diltemper,and 
ſuppoſe it to be growing upon them 3 Let 
them likewiſe take thisMedicine everyNight 
as aforcſaid tor a time,and it will prevent the 
Scurvy tor ever coming to its ſtrength and 
vigour, as ſufhciently hath been proved. 

For the Goxt, thoſe that would be preſerv- 
cd from it. let them take this Medicine two 
or three times a Week at Nights, with any 
warm thing after it, and they ſhall never be 
troubled with it 3 but thoſe that are already 
much aMicted with it, may pleaſe to repair 
to us for turther Directions and more parti- 
cular Order in this Medicine, and they may 
hnd certain Cureas many have done; though 
it be a Cure difficult, and in this Nation not 
fully known.
